Maybelle Voyles, 17 years old and as pretty as 


a sprig of mountain laurel, has just met the 


Twentieth Century—and if you want Maybelle’s 


opinion, it’s fit only for city folks. 


The brown-eyed mountain beauty, who until 
three weeks ago had never seen a train, an air- 
plane, an elevator or a bathtub, yesterday looked 
out the window of her ward at Georgia Baptist 
Hospital at a horizon full of tall buildings and 


sighed deeply. 


“Wisht they. was mountains,” said Maybelle. 

Three weeks ago a Baptist preacher brought 
Maybelle down from her home two miles t’other 
side of Hemp community in Fannin County for a 
delicate operation. Since that time she has met 
many of the modern inventions most Georgians 


have been taking for granted for 


years. And she 


doesn’t think too highly of any of them except 


trains. 


“I'd like mighty well to ride on a train,” she 


says wistfully. 


Airplanes scare her but not as much as she 
thought they would when she saw one flying low 


over her mountains months ago. (‘ 


‘Hit was a-rain- 


ing that day and I couldn’t see all of hit.”) 
Modern plumbing bringing in great gushing 
streams of hot and cold water is confusing and 
unnecessary as far as Maybelle could make out. 
(“We wash in the creek at home but I don’t like 


much water.” ) 


Her mother, who came with her, bringing her 
baby brother, Ray, telephoned Maybelle one day 
and hearing her voice coming out of the little 
black contraption was a pleasant novelty but a 
“notional” kind of thing. (“Wouldn’t need any 
such thing at home. Ma’d be right there where I

First, it attempts to avert 
strikes through negotiation. When 
differentes betweei1. management 
and labor in any utility, excepting 
the railroads which are governed 
by Federal legislation, crop up the 
workers and the employer must 
try to work out an agreement. 

If they fail, there must be a 30- 
day cooling off period, followed 
by what the law terms a “second 
conference.” The Governor must 
be notified where and when con- 
ferences are to be held.

If, after the first and seeond 
conferences, an agreement hasn’t 
been reached, the workers may 
give notice that they will strike. 
But they must set the strike date 
at least 60 days away. |

A Plan 
A Greater Atlanta 


In view of its vast importance to the 
future of the entire Atlanta area, there has 
been too little public discussion in recent 
months of the proposed Plan of Improve- 
ment which will be voted on in the city 
and affected adjacent areas in the June 28 
primary. 

Actually, the Plan is so sound it has 
aroused little if any opposition. In the 
absence of controversy there was the dan- 
ger that the voters might be so unin- 
formed as to defeat it, unwittingly, at the 
polls. 

That is why the appointment by Rich- 
ard H. Rich, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, of a Citizens Committee to 
work for the Plan is most welcome and 
needful. The Committee, headed by Oby 
T. Brewer, Claude Grizzard, Jr., and Rob- 
ert L. MacDougall can be depended upon 
to do a good job of explaining the Plan’s 
advantages. Already, some 70 neighbor- 
hood meetings have been scheduled. An 
informed electorate cannot be expected to 
do otherwise than approve the program 
overwhelmingly. 

Briefly, the Plan of Improvement pro- 
vides for consolidation of certain city and 
county functions and bringing into the city 
the contiguous county areas now receiving 
municipal services. In the main, the coun- 
ty’s functions would be limited to the op- 
erations usually undertaken by a county, 
while the city would provide the accepted 
municipal services. Tax equalization has 
been worked out, Employees will be pro- 
tected. There will. be a considerable saving 
to the taxpayer after a time, but the whole 
plan is based upon gradual rather than 
abrupt changes. 

The Plan was drawn up by a represent- 
ative committee named by the General 
Assembly. A year’s time plus extensive 
research and painstaking consideration of 
every detail went into the effort. 

The June 28 vote is strictly advisory. 
Further legislation in addition to constitu- 
tional changes will be necessary before the 
Plan can be placed into full effect in Jan- 
uary, 1952. 

Adoption of the Plan is the onlv sensi- 
ble alternative to the continued prodigal 
duplication of services by county and city. 
In addition to the confusion that results, 
the taxpayer is penalized for this double 
service. The future progress of the Atlanta 
are; depends to a large extent upon 
stre nlining local governmental functions 
as ti} Plan proposes to do.

Atlanta as a pawn in the Labor Bureau’s 
national strike strategy will create suffi- 
cient public opinion to enact an effective 
law at the next session of the General 
Assembly.

Representative. 


Extend Rent Controls 
For Another Year? 


If Congress is to extend rent controls 
again, even by so moderate a bill as the 


one recommended by the House Banking 


Committee, it ought to be with the firm 
understanding that there will be no re- 
newal next year. 

The war has been over almost five 
vears. Millions of houses and apartments 
have been built in the interim. Even in 
Atlanta, which immediately after the war 
suffered from the housing shortage as 
acutely as any major city, the daily and 
Sunday papers carry columns of houses 
and apartments for rent. 

Rent controls, necessary in an emer- 
gency, are nothing more or less than a 
subsidy for one portion of the population 
at the expense of another. Because of, po- 
litical pressures, very much the same as 
the pressures which every year demand 
another extension in this country, France 
never was able to repeal rent controls en- 
acted during World War I. Consequently, 
there has been practically no new build- 
ing there since—and the housing shortage 
persists. 

The real estate people have a strong 
argument in insisting that rent control is 
unfair to tenants as well as property own- 
ers. In addition to the fact that a certain 
amount of property is withheld from the 
rental market because of controls, it also 
is undeniably true that frozen rentals 
make for wasted space. 

But the most compelling argument 
against rent controls is that they cannot 
be compromised, in normal peacetime pe- 
riods, with the free economy which is our 
boast. 

We see no reason for continuing rent 
controls even for one more year. But if 
Congress feels it must do so, let all be 
forewarned there will be no further ex- 
tensions,

In Glass House 


WASHINGTON—Few people will be im- 

pressed by pious pose adopted by Senator Mc- 

Carthy, of Wisconsin, in protesting against the 

rough treatment meted out to his star witness, 

Louis Budenz, the former Communist, by another member of the 

Senate. Most people will agree that McCarthy and Budenz are 

now reaping what they have sown. 

Any man who goes out on a campaign to smear and vilify 

other people invites a similar attack on himself, The fruits of 
that tree are beginning to ripen for Budenz in particular. 


Senator Dennis Chavez, Democrat, of New Mexico, took the 
former Communist leader apart in a speech delivered on the floor 
of the chamber the other day. He denounced Budenz for purvey- 
ing “un-American, un-Christian, dubious testimony” under the 
“shield and cloak” of the Catholic church, and accused him of 
“using the Cross ... as a club” in his smear tactics. Being a 
Catholic himself, the New Mexico Senator could make the counter- 
attack with better grace than someone else. 


Sordid But this was not the most devastating part of the 

Chavez speech. The really damaging part came when 
he held up to scorn and public review the record of Budenz be- 
fore he renounced Communism a few years ago. It is a sordid 
record. 

If Budenz had gone before the Senate investigating commit- 
tee with documentary evidence to back up his charge about Dr. 
Owen Lattimore, the Johns Hopkins professor and noted Far 
Eastern expert, being a Communist, he might not have invited 
the attack that is now being made on his record. But he offered 
no such documentary proof. The testimony he gave was only 
hearsay in character—testimony that would not have been ac- 
ceptable in any recognized court of law. 

A further dubious quality in his testimony is the fact that in 
all of the previous revelations he has made about Communist ac- 
tivities in this country never once had he mentioned Dr. Latti- 
more’s name. Nor had he mentioned the Johns Hopkins man in 
any of the several books he has written on the score. He would 
have us believe that he suddenly remembered Lattimore’s asso- 
ciation with the Communists after his name was brought into the 
proceedings by McCarthy. 

Budenz may have given valuable aid to the Department of 
Justice in the prosecution of the group of Communists who were 
convicted some time back. But that does not give him license 
to prefer other charges against a man unsupported by proof. Al- 
though: he identified himself as a “reluctant” witness, his appear- 
ance before the Senate committee seemed a bit gratuitous. He 
was not compelled to say what he did. He might have excused 
himself by stating simply that he had no evidence that would link 
Dr. Lattimore definitely with the Communists. 

By following the course he did he invited the attack that has 
been made upon him by Senator Chavez. No public figure can go 
on a rampage of character assassination without throwing his own 
record open to public review. Under the circumstances a more 
prudent man would have been restrained by his vulnerable past 
from sticking his neck out. . 


°_s 9 There is about the Budenz affair too much 
Advertising of a suspicion that he may be exploiting the 


notoriety of his role as star witness to maintain the lucrative 
business he has enjoyed on the lecture platform since throwing 
over Communism and joining the church. Such advertising also 
helps to increase the sale of his books. 

Senator McCarthy was naive to assume at the start that in 
launching his campaign of vilification he would not be subject 
to the same mud-throwing tactics. Poison is generally used to 
fight poison. Not only that, but it was inevitable that those who 
supported his irresponsible charges would be brought into the line 
of counterfire. The smear that thas been heaped upon Budenz 
was brought on by himself. Not many people will sympathize 
with him in his plight. 

It is all right for a man to discover the evil of his ways and 
renounce Communism, but that is no reason to make a hero of 
him. We appear to have been doing too much of this in our treat- 
ment of some of the former Commies. 
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“Man tells judge ‘I'm ashamed to admit it, 
but my wife knocked me down and then pulled 
a lot of my hair out.’”—News oddity.

This was that big business 
had an inalienable right to write tariff bills and 
get what it wanted, that Pennsylvania as a big 
and powerful State should have a big voice in 
government and what he called “the backward 
States” should “talk darn small.” 

He told also how he had sat in on the “smoke- 
filled room” conference in 1920 that had picked

A Blow to ‘Grundyism’ * — 


WASHINGTON—Encouraging to the forces of modernism and moderation in 


Warren G. Harding as Republican Presidential 
nominee. Incidentally, it was the same day that 
he appeared before the Caraway Committee, Oct.- 
29, 1929, that the New York Stock Market suf- 
fered its final crashing collapse, after a series of 
ominous tremors in the few days previously, to 
sound the death knell of the sort of philosophy 
he expounded. 

Happy, if long overdue, is the blow now de- 
livered publicly by Jim Duff to what he called 
“Grundyism,” defining it as “government by a 
few, for the benefit of a few, at the expense of 


_the public.” 


The victory of Jim Duff “Progressivism” Has 
its mixed results and serves, as well, to high- 
light some current paradoxes in his party, com- 
mon alike to the Democratic Party. It might be 
said, first, that while Gov. Duff called some 
months ago for his party to be “a party of faith 
in the future and not backward looking,” he is 
not as advanced in his philosophy, for example, 
as Senators Morse, Aiken and Tobey and others 
in the Senate’s moderate Progressive wing. 


In the 1948 convention he was for Sen. 
Taft, of Ohio—and still is—who usually is 
regarded as leader of the conservative wing 
of the party, and bitterly arraigned a coup 
engineered by Joe Grundy that threw the 
bulk of Pennsylvania’s delegates to Gov. 
Thomas E, Dewey, a strange sort of alliance 
for the New York Governor, who is regarded 
as in the moderately progressive wing, but 
one of those alliances of convenience that 
served an immediate political purpose. It 
was the break that started the bandwagon 
movement for Gov. Dewey’s nomination. 


Interesting, too, is the fact that Harold Stas- 
sen, one of the leading candidates in the 1948 
convention, and regarded then as in the Progres- 
sive element, openly supported the candidacy of 
Jay Cooke, the Grundy candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination, in this week’s primary. Mr. 


‘Cooke had been one of the president of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania’s chief backers in the 
1948 convention. 


Only $25,000,000 Missing —

poor old Army has given up and turned over a little matter of $25,000,000 in bad 


debts to the General Accounting Office.

Maybe its bill collectors are tougher 


We hope. We hope. This whole take of the 


Army’s paying people by mistake—and the people keeping the dough as if it 


belonged to ’em—is embarrassing to soldier and Congressman alike. 


The trouble 


is that the ones who got the cash they didn’t deserve have spent it. And furthermore, they’re voters. 


That presents what you might call a dilemma. 

Seems that after the war when soldiers were 
being discharged wholesale, the Army continued 
to mail allotment checks to their families for 
weeks and months afterwards. The trouble was 
that the discharge papers took that long to reach 
the Army Finance Center in St. Louis, where 
automatic machinery so far has ground out more 
than $19,000,000,000 worth of the Government's 
pay checks. 


Investigations by assorted fiduciary 
sleuths indicated that the rapid-fire check 
writers in Missouri had paid out te warriors’ 
families $157,596,222.43 too much. The Army 
double-checked the figures, got tough with 
tens of thousands of citizens and bludgeoned 
’em into giving back $83,000,000 of this pie 
from the sky. 


The Army let them keep about $15,000,000 of 
this money for assorted reasons. It’s still study- 
ing the accounts involving $35,000,000 more. 

And the final $25,000,000 it tried in vain to 
get back from the folks who spent it. Having 
threatened everything short of the firing squad 
without result, the Army turned this multi- 
million-dollar item of dead-beatery over to the 
General Accounting Office. What collection 
methods it will use nobody knows. 

All this, Assistant Secretary of the Army Carl 
Bendetsen, a young man who looked like a top-

flight radio announcer, trié@.to explain to a spe- 


cial subcommittee of thé House Armed Services ‘ 


Committee. And last year when the Army was 
being toughest with those who took the ill- 
gotten millions, an unfortunate thing happened. 

“We received more than 4,000 letters from 
Congressmen and others asking us to be a little 
more lenient in trying to collect,” he said. . 

An unnamed genius, it turned out, chose the 
Spring of 1946 when the business of discharging 
soldiers was booming, to reorganize the check- 
writing department. He closed down the plant 
in Newark, N. J., opened a new one in St. Louis, 
put another set of generals in charge, and hired 
more than 4,000 new people to run it. 


While the file cabinets were rumbling 
half way across the nation, soldiers by the 
hundreds of thousands were being discharged 
—and checks continued to flow to their fam- 
ilies because of this little mixup. 


Bendetsen said actually the Army wasn’t too 
ashamed. The way he figured it, $25,000,000 is 
only a fraction of 1 percent of $19,000,000,000. 
Not bad, really. Maybe so. But from where I 
sit it’s still $25,000,000 missing. Even if mothers 
and wives did get most of it. It didn’t belong to 
‘em. And I can say—since I’m not running for 
election to Congress—that they ought to give it 
back. °

A 
fund from the assessment of 25 cents to $1 per ton should be raised 
and spent on creating and holding a demand for peanuts. No one 
would miss such a small assessment per ton, but in the aggregate 
it would amount to more than a million dollars.

His escape from the tenth 
floor is related by Margaret Lee Runbeck in her 
book, “Answer Without Ceasing,” as a deeply 
moving religious experience. 

Mr. Vojae was awakened by smoke, as were 
hundreds of other guests. “A horrible red glow 
reflected against the night,” the screams of the 
dying and closer at hand, “the sound of burning 
lumber, which is like no other sound on earth,” 
all served to paralyze him with fear. 

Then, relates Miss Runbeck, “he deliberately 
cleared his mind of the danger and reached out 
to the sustaining protection of God, on which he 
had predicated every action of his life for so 
many years.” The first thing he could think of 
was the Ninety-first Psalm. He had just told 
a group of boys that an understanding of that 
Psalm was “the safest place on earth,” particu- 
larly the verse: “Because thou has made the 
Lord ... thy habitation, there shall no evil befall 
thee.” 

So Mr. Vojae took refuge in that Psalm and 
from then on he got specific, detailed instructions 
from “a still small voice,” even as to how to tie 
sheets and blankets together and when to lower 
himself outside the window on what was ob- 
viously a too-short rope. At the exact instant 
he needed it, a rope was flung to meet him and 
he “swung in a wide arc across the front of the 
burning wall” to land in safety on a fireman's 
ladder. 

The “still small voice,” Miss Runbeck noted, 
is usually regarded as a prodding of conscience. 
“But there may be a much wider interpretation 
of it. It may be the voice of generic man’s sum 
of wisdom, the utterance of -specific direction or 
some other kind of communication, for it ap- 
pears to be the point of coincidence between 


God and man.”

“The Bicycle Thief,” which has finally come to Atlanta to the 
Peachtree Art Theater, after having been under wraps far too long 
for some small infraction of what the censors interpreted as inde- 
eency, is another of the same caliber. 

It has two stabbingly realistic facets, so understandable that 
they pummel the emotions with every angle of the camera. The

son, is a masterpiece of understated characterization. 


There is the scene when the man, frustrated and frightened, 
strikes out at the boy senselessly to cover up his own fear and 
ty, and the stolid-faced little boy punishes him by re- 
fusing te walk beside him or to talk to him until he has made 
right in a typically male gesture. They go in and eat and 
drink and have a man-to-man business talk. 


There is a wonderful glimpse of affection between them when 
the boy, cold tired and hungry, sees his father steal a bicycle, 
surrender to the angry mob, be struck and finally released and 
they walk through the streets together choking back tears of 
shame. The child reaches up in a warm gesture of absolution 
and slips his hand in his father’s grimy big paw and they walk 
home without speaking.

Nobody 
‘Grows’ Old 


Editor's Note: This ts the last 
in the series of articles on “How 
To Have a Young Middle Age.” 
The science that ts helping us 
live longer can help us stay 
younger longer and banish 
“birthdayitis.” « 


There are many wonderful 
things about middle age, one be- 
ing that by that time we have 
at least begun to work out a 
philesophy to live by. Then, in- 
stead of the zest for living wan- 
ing, it deepens. We develop new 
perspective, and grow. And that 
is the essence of keeping young 
... to grow mentally. 

Nobody grows old—we get old 
when we stop growing. Over- 
street in his book, “The Mature 
Mind,” says “Don’t grow old... 
grow up.” Life, according to 
this practical philosopher, 
should be a constant mounting 
to successive levels. That’s 
growing. 

On the physical score, there is 
no sharp dividing line between 
ages. We are not young one year 
and old the next. There is a 
gradual blending of youth into 
middle age, and a mellowing of 
middle age into later years. 

And happily, the rate of aging 
diminishes as we get on. There 
is a nice long period in middle 
age when the passing of time is 
almost imperceptible. That’s 
the reason for the h 
greeting, “My dear, you haven't 
changed a bit.” 

The years seem to be divided 
roughly into four periods. There 
is an average of 20 years to 
grow; 20 in which to challenge 
life and 20 to hold our own. 
But since science has extended 
our years by almost 20, a good 
10 of them can be inserted into 
the middle period . . and for 
30 years we can hold our own. 
Then come the bonus years of 
comfort, now available to an 
ever-increasing number of peo- 
ple. 

Many authorities stress that 
the most aging factor of all is 
the fear of age... the dread of 
advancing years, and that old 
age must first exist in the mind 
before it become a reality. . 

And there are intrepid folks 
who claim that we need not get 
old at all, and that the belief 
that we must get old is based on 
unsound ideas and race instinct 
which, rooted in our subcon- 
scious mind, proceed to make us 
old. This may seem startling, 
but one lecturer I listened to on 
this promising idea, I judged to 
be a vigorous 50... investiga- 
tion proved him to be a hale 80! 
His advice is to continue to grow 
mentally, to live by faith in- 
stead of fear, and to impress on 
your subconscious mind that you 
don’t have to get old and feeble. 
Never say, “At my age I can’t 
change” or “At my age I can’ 
expect to be as alert...” 
Why can’t you? 

Don’t let an obsession with the 
years lessen the joy of expect- 
ancy. Time may be passing... 
but isn’t it also arriv'ng? So 
live all the days of your life! 
With .a zest for living, you'll 
never lose the knack of staying 
young.

About the only things that can 
definitely be said of the wind are 
that it is of a velocity of 200 miles 
an hour and that the area of its 
operation cannot be charted.

Sour cream also makes 
an excellent dressing. Caraway 
seeds may be added. Green pep- 
per, onion, pimiento and chopped 
olives are other good additions. 
Pineapple and apple are favorite 
fruits for slaw. Sometimes cut 
marshmallows are added for a 
little sweetness, with fruit.

Finely chopped let- 
tuce, carrots and parsley may all 
be used in sandwiches.
